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In Unity Lies Hope 

If anyone were to ask us as to what is the most serious problem 
facing the Ukrainian Catholic Youth of Canada, we would unhesitat¬ 
ingly answer LACK OF UNITY. 

Why is it that out of a possible potential of over 100,000 mem¬ 
bers the U.C.Y. can hardly even boast to have 10% of that amount 
in their ranks? Why don’t you stand outside your church some Sunday 
as the people are coming out and count the number of potential U.C.Y. 
members. Then compare this number with that of the membership 
rolls. Consider also those who do not go to church regularly. Why 
can’t we be as well known and admired as the Roman Catholic C.Y.O.? 

A book could easily be written in answer to these questions, but 
let’s content ourselves with just a few of the more obvious ones. Lack 
of co-operation, lack of mutual interest in a National Cause, distrust 
of one another, petty jealousies, divisions into opposing factions, un¬ 
willingness to meet another group or person half-way — the list could 
go on indefinitely but let that suffice for a while. Why can’t we learn 
to put aside inconsequential grievances, bickerings, and jealousies, and 
really make an all-out effort to accomplish something? Why is it that 
once some people begin to acquire more money they begin to feel so 
much superior and to ignore their former friends? Why is it that 
once some persons acquire a higher education they begin to feel they 
should have nothing to do with persons who were not so fortunate? 

The U.C.Y. can be built into a well-known, respected, and ad¬ 
mired organization, but before that can happen we will have to learn 
to work together towards the common cause. Can we ever hope to ac¬ 
complish this if even now dissension raises its ugly head among us 
and makes us divide into smaller groups each out for itself? Wouldn’t 
it be much better to have one strong, well-organized club instead of a 
number of smaller ineffective ones which are constantly trying to out¬ 
do one another? 

It must be admitted that all persons do not have the same tastes, 
and that differences do exist on both social and intellectual levels. 
However, does that mean that we cannot all work together? We are 
all Canadians of Ukrainian extraction. We are also members of the 
Ukrainian Catholic Church. Doesn’t that give us enough in common 
to work together towards the same cause, under one banner? 
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The purpose of the U.C.Y. organization is to guide our youth 
along the proper religious, moral, cultural, and social channels and to 
prepare them to take their places in our senior Catholic Organizations. 
Isn’t it a worthy cause which could well include every Ukrainian 
Catholic Youth in Canada? ,> 

Why can’t all the Ukrainian Catholic Youth belong to the U.C.Y. 
organization and owe their first allegiance to it? Provision can be 
made within this organization for separate groups which are interested 
in particular problems, whether they be cultural, intellectual, or social. 

A touchy problem, especially in capital cities, is that of a sep¬ 
arate group being formed consisting only of University Students, 
without any allegiance to the U.C.Y. organization. Do you think this 
is right? It is true that many University Students have different in¬ 
terests but is it right to isolate them from those who were not for¬ 
tunate enough to go to University or who have not yet acquired their 
cultural tastes? 

If a group of Ukrainian Catholic University students are or¬ 
ganized and they refuse, for one reason or another, to call themselves 
the U.C.Y., why not at least become affiliated with our National Or¬ 
ganization, and owe their first allegiance to it? Many persons now¬ 
adays seem to take the attitude that once they enter University they 
are too good to belong to the U.C.Y., WHY? 

If groups of University students were affiliated with the U.C.Y. 
they could have their own meetings and carry on as locals, but they 
should also get together frequently with other locals and become better 
acquainted. After all, those who graduate from the higher halls of 
learning, especially those who become doctors, dentists, lawyers, and 
the like, will have to depend upon the common people for their liveli¬ 
hood. Can they expect to have the people flock to them if now they 
insist on looking down their noses at them and thinking, “Why should 
I have anything to do with you? You are not my equals.’’ 

Our present University students should grow up to take their 
rightful places as leaders in our senior organization, but do they? 
How many present Ukrainian Catholic Professionals belong to the 
Brotherhood of Ukrainian Catholics? Very few. You’ll find them in 
the ranks of alien clubs though. Too good for their own? You answer 
that yourself. With conditions such as they are at present, can we af¬ 
ford to encourage students to go their own way and thereby continue 
the present trend? Certainly not! 

What about those Ukrainian Catholics who have come to Can¬ 
ada within recent years? Why can’t they join us in a united effort in¬ 
stead of forming their own exclusive groups? Are we so far beneath 
them? 

Not enough people realize the importance of having an effective 
Youth Organization which will provide for the religious, cultural, and 
social needs of their young people, and prepare them to take their 
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places in the senior clubs when they reach maturity. What good will 
it do if our parents build great Churches and National Halls if they 
can’t even be sure that the present Youth will follow in their foot¬ 
steps? 

What we need is a full-time organizer who will devote all of 
his energies towards promoting U.C.Y. activities in this country. The 
senior organizations in each Diocese would be making an important 
far-sighted investment if they contributed funds towards more effective 
organization of our youth in Canada. 

If only we could learn to work together towards a common cause 
then we would really be accomplishing something worthwhile. 

I realize that an article of this sort is bound to raise a great 
deal of controversy because no attempt has been made to present 
things in a more favorable light than they are. These conditions do 
exist and must be fully considered.

After Epiphany (Jordan) our Uk¬ 
rainian priests begin making their 
annual home visits with Holy 
Water. This beautiful custom calls 
down God’s blessings in a special 
way on that particular home and its 
occupants. Most Ukrainian Catholics 
are anxious to avail themselves of 
the blessing and eagerly await the 
visit of the priest. It is an oppor¬ 
tunity too for the priest to per¬ 
sonally visit the householder and to 
meet the individual members of his 
family. Often startling revelations 
are made. Often the pent up hates 
of long ago are flung in his ears. 
Often he is a witness to joy and 


bliss and the seal of God’s sanctity 
which overshadows the devout 
family. 

As the priest goes from home to 
home his soul becomes burdened 
with tales of broken homes, invalid 
marriages, unbaptised children, the 
weak stories of Catholics who have 
turned lukewarm towards their 
church. His heart rejoices in the 
many homes where the fervent faith 
of the parents is reflected in the 
eyes of the children. The plain 
clruifix on the wall tells all who 
see that this is a Christian and God¬ 
fearing home. They delight in tell¬ 
ing the priest of their private devo¬ 
tions and little pieties. Proud moth¬ 
ers draw their babes to their sides 
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to show the good Father how baby 
hands trace the sign of the cross 
and how baby lips lisp the first 
words of Christ’s own prayer, the 
“Otche Nash.” Some ask the priest 
to kneel with them by the kitchen 
table to lead them in family prayer. 
Father, mother, sons, and daughters 
slip their rosary beads through their 
fingers in united prayer to the 
Queen of all homes — Mary. 

Then the priest is gone into the 
night. His car moves slowly down 
the deserted streets to find another 
home. The cold white moon glares 
down upon him and casts its pale 
light on the box-like houses stand¬ 
ing their watch in the still darkness. 
They are so much alike and so dif¬ 
ferent. Each seems to have its own 
personality; to be the guardian of 
its own secrets. Is there joy in this 
one and sorrow in the other? The 
priest wonders. Suddenly he sees 
that his breath has fogged up the 
windows of his car and he realizes 
how cold it is outside. He shivers 
as he turns up his collar. Shall he 
visit one more home? It is late. He 
has been on the go from house to 
house since morning. He has thawed 
out and frozen again so many times 
this day that it has ceased to be an 
experience. He feels his face and 
finds it warm and feverish; his 
spine sinks into the pocket hollowed 
out by constant use. There are so 
many more to do. He stops and 
rings a bell. 

The parents hesitate, then out of 
respect to the priest stoop and kiss 
the crucifix which he holds out to 
them. A son, about seventeen, is 
drying dishes in the kitchen. He 
stops, stares, then says lamely, “I 
don’t believe in that.” Slowly their 
story unfolds itself. Twenty years 


ago they were “overcharged” for a 
funeral; they quarrelled with a 
priest; they were slighted.. . An 
hour later the priest leaves. In the 
next home the oldest girl is eigh¬ 
teen. She is not yet baptised. Her 
brothers and sisters go to the neigh¬ 
boring public schools. The priest 
thinks back and counts. That makes 
six homes on this street where the 
Catholic children do not go to Cath¬ 
olic schools. He makes one more 
call. It is a beautiful home, freshly 
built, one of the finest on the street. 
The door edges open a scant six 
inches and is closed again. The 
priest stands alone on the porch 
steps and reflects on the words still 
ringing in his ears. “When I believed 
in God I had nothing. Now I don’t 
believe in God, and I never had it 
so good.” 

It is late. It is time to go home. 
It has been a discouraging day. The 
shell-like houses glide by one by 
one. Like sentinels on watch they 
keep on guarding the secrets within 
their stuccoed walls. What are their 
secrets? Tomorrow’s ring will tell. 
The car rides on, and the priest mur¬ 
murs, “How much there is to do!” 
An hour later he rolls restlessly in 
bed as he whispers to himself, “How 
much there is to do!”

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In Defense of Ukrainians

Letter to Calgary Herald 
Nov. 2, 1953 

“We have the Doukhobor prob¬ 
lem, and we have a large group of 
Ukrainians who seem to be more in¬ 
terested in SOVIET UKRAINE than 
in Canada and in becoming real 
Canadians. It’s time to insist on 
Canadianism.” — Calgary Herald, 
Sept. 30, 1953. 


I do not think anyone will quarrel 
with the editor of the Calgary Her¬ 
ald when it says: It’s time To Insist 
On Canadianism.” For any person 
who wants to share the benefits of 
our citizenship without assuming 
the responsibilities thereof is not 
worthy of such citizenship. But 
when the editor presumes that the 
Ukrainians in Canada are more con¬ 
cerned with the Soviet Ukraine than 
they are with Canada he is making 
a statement that cannot go unchal¬ 
lenged. 

I am a Canadian of Ukrainian 
extraction—-I WAS NOT CONSULT¬ 
ED AT BIRTH—but I frankly admit 
being interested in Canada and the 
Ukraine as well. I was born on this 
continent. I speak English and Uk¬ 
rainian with equal facility, and I 
feel all the better for it and if I 
were ashamed of my national origin, 
I could hardly be considered a 
worthy Canadian citizen. I agree 
with Lord Tweedsmuir when he 
said: “You will all be better Canad¬ 
ians for being good Ukrainians.” 

I think I would be remiss in my 
duty if I did not challenge the in¬ 
sidious insinuations and provocative 


statements that have been made 
from time to time by our press and 
public men in Canada with respect 
to the alleged indifference of the so- 
called foreigners within our gates 
towards Canadianism and the im¬ 
plied indifference as to their unfit¬ 
ness for the precious boon of Canad¬ 
ian citizenship. 

The Ukrainians have been accused 
of being too nationalistic; but they 
are no more so than the Scotch who 
still insist on wearing kilts and 
playing the bag-pipes, and who, in 
the words of Prof. Kirkconnell, after 
many generations still look proud¬ 
ly and wistfully towards the land 
of their origin; and still consider 
Bobby Burns the greatest of all 
poets; or the Irish who never tire 
reminiscing on the “old sod,” or 
whooping it up on St. Patrick’s Day; 
or the Welsh who still sing the nos¬ 
talgic tunes of the homeland. 

How about accusing the Ukrain¬ 
ians of patriotism for a change? 
Well, they had a magnificent war 
record during the last war, and if 
the supreme sacrifice is the best 
criterion for judging their pat¬ 
riotism, then the Ukrainians indeed 
were great patriots. 

That Ukrainians are illiterate is one 
of those alleged shortcomings. Well 
Canadians takes in a lot of territory. 
By inference and implication it en¬ 
compasses many things or short¬ 
comings. 

Ukrainians are illiterate is one of 
those alleged shortcomings. Well, 
they were poor and illiterate' when 
they first started to come to Can- 
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ada, but they more than made up 
for this disqualification by their 
thrift, sturdiness and determination 
to reclaim a home for themselves 
on the virgin prairies. Their fare in 
the old country was the simplest and 
the poorest, yet they throve finely 
on it. They had very few home com¬ 
forts, yet they dearly loved their 
rude dwellings. They were family 
men in a much more deeper and 
closer sense than is usually known 
on the North American continent. 
Their whole life was girded by their 
immediate setting. They lived and 
they loved and the world was the 
land on which they worked. In Can¬ 
ada they retain the same fine traits 
of character which they so notice¬ 
ably exhibited in the old country 
and Canada has unquestionably 
been the gainer thereby. These facts 
are well known by most high-mind¬ 
ed Canadians except those who see 
nothing better in the immigrant 
than suckers for exploitation. To 
them the alien is alright go long as 
he meekly submits to exploitation; 
but he is undesirable and non¬ 
preferred when he resists being 
rooked, or — heaven forbid — out- 
rooks the rooker. One thus can be 
forgiven a cynical smile at the ob¬ 
servation of the Irish politician who 
said: “Don’t worry about the 
foreigner, he’s alright; in ten years 
he’ll get out of the skinned class into 
the skinner’s class, and he’ll then be 
as patriotic as any of us.” While 
there may be those who may think 
there is more truth than poetry in 
this statement, in order to avoid any 
reflections on the good intentions of 
our would-be-traducers, I’ll say no 
more about it. 

Ukrainians have been called un¬ 
desirable because of their illiteracy. 


But a man may be intelligent with¬ 
out being able to read and write. 
And these early immigrants certain¬ 
ly were intelligent. Who is more 
valuable to Canada: the man who 
can read and write like a Bernard 
Shaw but never pays his debts nor 
completes his job? Or the illiterate 
who helps constructively to build up 
Canada and meets all his obliga¬ 
tions? The answer is obvious. It may 
be an astounding thing to say, but 
these illiterates made a tremendous 
contribution in the pioneering job of 
building up Canada. What they 
lacked personally in formal educa¬ 
tion they more than made up for it 
by giving their children the best 
schooling Canada had to offer. 

And they had guts. When was 
guts not a Canadian quality? Quot¬ 
ing from the Financial Post: “It took 
real characters to face the uncert¬ 
ainties and problems of a new land. 
The very nature of the decision to 
migrate and the realities of the 
problems that decision created 
meant that the character and self- 
reliance of the immigrant was likely 
to be above average.”

Manitoba Musical Festival 


The 36th Annual Manitoba Musi¬ 
cal Festival was held in Winnipeg 
from March 22nd to April 5th. This 
is the largest musical festival of its 
kind in the British Empire and in¬ 
cludes both vocal and instrumental 
competition. Entries this year num 
bered 2,125 with a total of 20,000 in 
dividual competitors taking part, 
necessitating the use of five dif¬ 
ferent halls for adjudication. Ron¬ 
ald Biggs, Guy Jonson, Frank Odell 
and Jon Van Der Gucht were the 
four British adjudicators. 

Of interest to note was the good 
showing made by our Ukrainian 
Catholics in the various competi¬ 
tions. 

Cecil Semchyshyn, popular young 
Winnipeg singer, took top honors in 
the Grade A bass solo class and 
placed second in the male operatic 
solo. His win in the bass solo class 
made him eligible to compete for 
the Rose Bowl,' major vocal solo 
trophy of the festival. This is the 
second time that Mr. Semchyshyn 
has qualified for the Rose Bowl, 
which is a good record indeed. 

Cecil is past president of the Sts. 
Vladimir & Olga Cathedral U.C.Y. 
and is a member of the Cathedral 
choir. Last year, he produced and 
sang the leading, role in “Cossacks 
in Exile,” which was presented by 
the Cathedral choir. He has made 
many appearances at concerts in the 
past few years and has become a 
well known figure in Winnipeg 
musical circles. Besides his interest 
in music, Cecil hopes soon to be¬ 
come a graduate pharmacist. 

Lorraine Grescoe, 18 years old 


violinist and sister of Winnipeg’s 
celebrated Donna Grescoe, scored 92 
and 93, highest marks registered in 
the instrumental competitions, to 
win the senior violin class. This win 
made her eligible for the Aikins 
Memorial Trophy, for which six 
senior instrumentalists competed. 
Miss Grescoe was runner-up for this 
trophy. 

Patricia Melnyk, ten year old 
violinist, captured the Manitoba 
Music Teachers’ Association trophy 
for junior piano, violin and cello 
solo finalists. The adjudicator, Mr. 
Jonson, said he was “really quite 
moved by the lovely melodic flow 
and nuance — unusual for one so 
young” displayed by the youthful 
violinist. Patricia is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. P. Melnyk, members 
of the St. Nicholas Church. 

Marilyn Lewicki, nine year old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
Lewicki, Machray Ave., Winnipeg, 
was a busy little girl at the festival. 
Marilyn was winner over 88 other 
contestants in the Grade 4 piano 
class. She teamed up with seven 
year old Larissa Barabash to place 
third in the Grades 5 and 6 duets 
and then placed third in the Grade 
5 piano competition over 76 con¬ 
testants.

SUBJECT: DEATH OF MEMBERS 

It has been brought to my atten¬ 
tion that for apparently no good 
reason at all, many U.C.Y. members 
have been dying while attending 
meetings. Furthermore, the same 
members are refusing to fall over 
after they are dead* 

THIS PRACTICE MUST STOP 
AT ONCE! 

On and after May 1, 1954, any 
member found sitting up after he 
or she has died, will be dropped 
from the membership roll at once, 
with investigation under Regulation 
67, Section G432. 

Where it can be proven that the 
member is being held up by a bench, 
chair, table, the floor, or any other 
support which is the property of the 
U.C.Y. Local, a 90-day grace period 
will be granted. 

The following procedure will be 
strictly adhered to: 

If, after several hours, it is not¬ 
iced that a member has not moved 
or changed position, the club Pres¬ 
ident will investigate. Because of the 
highly sensitive nature of many 
members, and the close resemblance 
between death and their natural at¬ 
titude, the investigation will be 
made quietly so as to prevent wak¬ 
ing the member should be asleep. 
During the investigation, the meet¬ 
ing will carry on in the usual, quiet 
manner. Assuming he is dead, and 
some doubt exists as to his true con¬ 
dition, extending a coke and dough¬ 
nut is a fine test. (NOTE: In some 
cases, however, the instinct to put 
out the hand for refreshments is so 
strongly developed, that a spasmodic 


clutching reflex action may occur.) 

In all cases, a sworn statement 
by the dead person must be filled 
out on a special form provided for 
this purpose. (Form 369J — obtain¬ 
able at the Funeral Parlor.) 

Fifteen copies will be made; three 
copies to be sent to the Provincial 
Executive Office, two to the de¬ 
ceased, and the remainder will be 
promptly lost in the Local U.C.Y. 
Executive files.

‘Your Company Keeping’ 

My friends: 

Company keeping is not always 
easy. Sometimes it is hard. And the 
reason it is hard is this—a boy and 
girl find it hard to control them¬ 
selves in each other’s company. They 
know they are not married and 
therefore have no right to the pleas¬ 
ures of marriage. But at the same 
time their affection for each other 
is a great temptation to steal those 
pleasures. And they will steal them, 
to their own unhappiness, unless 
they learn how to control their af¬ 
fection for each other — by using 
their head — by using their will — 
and by using their imagination. 

You will control your affection in 
company keeping if you use your 
head. What does that mean? It 
means this — to know that God 
made this affection, this attraction 
between boys and girls — for a pur¬ 
pose — so they would come together 
in love and marriage for the birth 
of children. This attraction for each 
other is of body to body and soul 
to soul. The soul attraction does not 
cause much difficulty in courtship, 
unless if left out—so the more soul 
attraction the better. Not so with the 
body attraction — it can and does 
cause a great deal of trouble, if it 
draws boy and girl into pleasures 
they have no right to. It won’t cause 
you too much trouble if you know 
exactly what it is and how to con¬ 
trol it. 

The body attraction between boy 
and girl is like the body attraction 


to food and drink — it is a reaction 
to something pleasant. This reaction 
consists in a certain change in the 
gonads, the blood, the nerves, the 
muscles, the chemicals of the body, 
from a very mild to a very intense 
degree, with a resulting feeling of 
pleasure in corresponding degree. 
This body attraction and chain re¬ 
action is present in all boys and 
girls, placed there by God for the 
purpose of drawing together in love 
and marriage for children. 

Girls feel this body attraction to 
boys more particularly from their 
twelfth year and on, while boys feel 
it from their fourteenth year and 
on. It is usually much slower and 
less intense in girls than in boys. 
This body attraction is aroused in 
girls more by affection, than by 
mere physical beauty or contact, 
whereas in boys it is just the op¬ 
posite. That is why girls should be 
careful of their innocent signs of 
affection, when they know that boys 
are highly excitable. At the same 
time boys should not take their in¬ 
nocent affection as an invitation to 
go further. In that way they pro¬ 
tect each other. 

This body attraction is also present 
in animals. But there is a big diffe¬ 
rence. Animals have no control over 
it— with them it is purely in¬ 
stinctive, automatic, determined. 
With boys and girls, the body at¬ 
traction can be controlled. They 
have control over it by their free 
will. When they Use that free will 
to control their body attraction to 
love and marriage and children in 
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the right way, they act as human 
beings, free and intelligent. When 
they do not use their free will in 
company keeping to control their 
body attraction, they are not human. 
They are just animal, working by 
instinct. They act as though they 
had no free will, no soul, like some 
doctors who seem to think man is 
just an animal to be “put out of his 
misery” by so-called mercy-killing 
or euthanasia, or to suffer steriliza¬ 
tion and abortion and artificial in¬ 
semination as they see fit — a la 
Hitler style, or to be investigated as 
a mere zoological specimen by some 
myopic, crackpot pollster. They 
certainly don’t think much of a man. 
Nor do boy and girl think much of 
each other, when they don’t use 
their free will to control their body 
attraction in company keeping. 

That is the first step — using your 
head to know that body attraction is 
a chemical reaction subject to the 
control of your free will. When you 
know that, you won’t make any 
feeble excuses like “We were only 
fooling. I didn’t mean it. I was 
swept off my feet. I didn’t mean to 
hurt her. I didn’t know that would 
happen.” However, it is not enough 
just to know how body attraction 
works — that is the mistake of many 
who give sex instruction to the 
young, promiscuously and publicly, 
by movies or lectures in school or 
elsewhere. They leave out the most 
important part of sex instruction — 
the moral training of the will that 
comes from teaching religion and 
good habits in the school and home. 
That is the famous error of Socrates 
—“To know is to do”, and it’s not 
true. You yourself often know what 
is right, but you don’t always do it. 
That is why besides using your head 


to know the chemistry of body at¬ 
traction in company keeping, you 
must also use your will to direct it 
to love and marriage and children 
in the right way. That means using 
your will to develop good habits 
and to get God’s help. , 

You must use your will to develop 
good habits in regard to body attrac¬ 
tion, so you won’t steal the pleas¬ 
ures of marriage which you have no 
right to in company keeping. That 
means keeping away from even an 
invitation to steal those pleasures. 
What are those invitations? They are 
the suggestive magazines and novels 
and movies that excite you — thanks 
to the commercializing of your 
curiosity by publishers and produc¬ 
ers who are so low or so naive as 
to think you are just an animal, or 
just a body without a soul. These 
invitations to steal the pleasures of 
marriage are also the too close, too 
disturbing types of dances. They are 
the drinks that weaken your will 
control, especially the girl’s, who 
thus often learns the hard way that 
“it is the girl who pays.” They are 
the too long and too lonely talks 
together in a parked car, on a park 
bench, or in the living room when 
the rest are away or gone to bed. 
They are above all else, the blaring 
and daring invitations to steal mar¬ 
riage pleasures that come under the 
names of passionate kissing, necking 
and petting. Your will must have 
the habit of saying “No — no!” to 
all these sinful invitations, no mat¬ 
ter how much the other coaxes with 
“come on — be a sport! Just a little! 
If you don’t, I don’t think you love 
me!” If you have the habit, you will 
stand fast, if not — you will crash, 
and spoil your company keeping. 

You might say: “But that’s pretty 
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hard to to do, when you love each 
other.” You bet it’s hard. And the 
longer you go together the harder it 
gets — that is one reason it is not 
wise to stretch your company keep¬ 
ing over one or two years at most: 
you are just making it harder for 
yourself and your love increases 
daily and you want to show it in 
a way that you know is only allowed 
in marriage. That is why you use 
your will to develop these good 
habits that will hold you steady. 
However, those habits alone are not 
enough, particularly since the 
Original Sin of our first parents up¬ 
set the balance between body and 
soul. That is why the will, besides 
good habits, needs the help of God 
in controlling body attraction in 
company keeping. 

How does your will power get 
that help? In many ways — some¬ 
times through your prayers at night, 
or your monthly confession and 
communion. Sometimes through 
your thinking about God and your 
responsibility to Him for the use 
or misuse of your body. Sometimes 
through thinking about the penalty 
of hell for the crime of misuse; you 
won’t think about hell in a morbid, 
mesmerized, self-torturing way, but 
in a calm, intelligent way — as a 
good place to keep well away from 
by controlling your body attraction. 
It was Christ who suggested think¬ 
ing of hell as a means of control. 
And just the other day it was 
Christ’s Vicar on earth, His Holiness 
Pius Xllth, who suggested the same 
thing, as you probably read in your 
newspaper, when he said: “The 
preaching of hell is no more than 
ever urgent today. The duty of the 
Church before God and men, is to 
teach it as Christ revealed it. Desire 


of heaven is a more perfect motive 
for fear of eternal punishment, but 
from this it does not follow that it 
is the most effective motive to hold 
people far from sin and convert 
them to God.” That is why the Re- 
demptorist Missionary Fathers fol¬ 
low Christ and his Vicar in present¬ 
ing that thought of hell to people 
as a means of control, whenever 
they preach missions. 

You will also receive God’s help 
through your thoughts about His 
tremendous love for you, as ex¬ 
pressed in his short life and long 
death on the Cross. It might be a 
good idea for you to both drop into 
Church this Good Friday wherever 
you are in Canada, in Valcartier or 
Guelph or Nelson —and just think 
of Him there on His deathbed. Think 
of why He did it — so you can be 
really human by the right control of 
yourself. You might almost hear 
Him say: “I did this for you. Won’t 
you do that for Me?” That thought 
of His love has helped a lot of other 
young people, just like yourself, to 
the right control of their body at¬ 
traction at the right time. 

By using your head to know the 
chemistry of body attraction, and 
by using your will to get good habits 
and God’s help, you are well on the 
way to full control of your body 
attraction in company keeping. 
There is just one thing more. You 
have to use your imagination to 
think up happy and wonderful 
things to do together to take your 
mind off each other’s body attrac¬ 
tion. It not only makes control 
easier — it gives your soul a chance 
to show its attraction, an attraction 
which tends to fade with the years. 

By using your imagination, you 
can think up wonderful things to 
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do together in the line of sports 
and work and general good fun. Be¬ 
cause the main thing in company 
keeping is not that you should be 
alone together— but that you should 
be together — and that can be done 
easily and profitably with others. 
It is a good idea to go out more 
with other couples, instead of al¬ 
ways trying to be dangerously alone. 
They are not only a safeguard for 
your own body attraction, they also 
add so much more to your own good 
time. 

You could take up any or all of 
the winter and summer sports you 
like — from skiing to swimming to 
tennis — the more outdoor life the 
better. You might help in the ath¬ 
letics together around the parish or 
community. All you have to do is 
to ask. They’re usually eager for 
young people’s help. Your evenings 
spent together in that kind of work 
would not only take your minds off 
your growing body attraction, it 
would benefit others immensely and 
knit your own souls together in a 
common effort. 

Instead of the old routine week 
after week of dinner-movie-dance 
and dance-movie-dinner, which 
leaves you both flat and broke 
and looking for some body excite¬ 
ment as a last resort, you might try 
developing your minds together by 
reading a good book together or 
going to good concerts together. 
High brow, you think? If that 
means, developing your brain a bit 
together, yes. It is certainly not low 
brow in the sense of those who sit 
and stare moronically at movie after 
movie and get nothing out of it to¬ 
gether, o r sit and stare in long 
drawn-out “goodnights” or morbid 
silence, hoping for or fearing the 


moment when the other makes the 
first move in stealing the pleasures 
of marriage. 

Still using your imagination, you 
might plan a party each week or 
so for your family or friends, in 
which just the two of you would do 
all the work together, of preparing 
the food and fun. You will have to 

do it in marriage-why not start 

now. For in company keeping as 
in all life, you will find yourself 
happiest when you are doing things 
yourself, and not just having them 
done for you — usually at an ex¬ 
tortionate price. That is why you 
will find boys and girls spending too 
much money on each other at res¬ 
taurants and dances and shows and 
not getting half the kick out of it 
that other couples get out of prepar¬ 
ing their own meals, their own par¬ 
ties, their own fun. When you use 
your imagination to think up won¬ 
derful things in sport and work and 
fun to do together like that, you be¬ 
gin to appreciate each other more. 
You have more time to concentrate 
on the things you should in company 
keeping — the mind and will, soul 
and character and personality of the 
one you love. You begin to enjoy 
the talks or bull-sessions you have 
over a simple coke and sandwich, 
because you are really beginning to 
make contact with all the goodness 
of the other person’s real self. And 
it’s that real self you most want to 
know before marriage. 

There is one thing more you might 
imagine doing together — perhaps 
you already do it — and that is, 
going to church together. For there 
you have the ideal of perfect control 
— in Christ and His Mother. When 
you kneel side by side to pray to 
them together, you can’t help but 
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control your body attraction to each 
other — your thoughts are so sacred. 
It is most inspiring to see young 
couples kneeling like that each 
Tuesday or Wednesday at the many 
golden shrines of Our Mother of 
Perpetual Help all across this land 
from Cape Breton to the Prairies. 

As you walk down the avenue 
from church, arm in arm, “people 
will say you’re in love” in the right 


way. Because by using your head 
to know the chemistry of body at¬ 
traction, by using your will to gain 
good habits and God’s help, by using 
your imagination to do good and 
wonderful things together, you have 
made your company keeping as God 
planned it for a boy and girl. Your 
own heart tells you that, for “Every 
thing’s under control!” God bless 
you.
